How ‘Rebel Minority’ 
Cripples Plants.

. Wiliam Z Foster, syndicailist, gen- 
eral organigzér of the steel workers and 
strike manager of the Pittsburgh dis- 
trict, is or was an advocate of sabotage. 
That was prohibited during the war. 
In some states it was a penal offense. 
It was looked upon as an act aiding 
the enemy. Now that peace has ar- 
rived, or is arriving, Mr. Foster openly 
‘ advocates the system in his book on 
syndicalism. In it he says: ~ 

| “The workers must refuse to work 
overtime; and by the piece. They must 
also give up their present rapid rate 
of work, and by systematic saboting 
their work turn out as little as pos- 
sible of it.” 


“Exterminate Strikebreakers.” 


In another part of the book Mr. Fos- 
* tells what he means by sabotage. 
following a preliminary statement on 
the seab.” It reads: 
A large portion of the 
success in their strikes is due to their 
energetic treatment of the strike 
breaker. According to the. syndical- 
ists’ ethics, a poverty stricken work 
_ingman, in his predicament, ean do 
anything save scab. He may beg, bor- 
row, steal, starve or commit. suicide, 
and still retain the friendship of his 
fellow workers; but let him take the 
place of a striker and he immediately 
outlaws himself. He becomes so much 
vermin, to be ruthlessly exterminated.”

Morrow Krum, a Tribune reporter 
and former pilot in the air service, 
was assigned yesterday to fly over the 
strike district. Accompanied by Ralph 
C. Diggins, an overseas veteran pilot, 
the reporter wandered back and forth 
in the air lanes aver the strike area 
for more than an hour. Later he 
wrote the following story: 


BY MORROW KRUM. 

Flying a ship—shooting pictures— 
counting smoking chimneys and busy 
blast furnaces. That's work. 

Steel company officials had refused 
to let reporters within a mile of their 
strike bound plants. We got within 700 
feet of them in an airplane and learned 
a whole lot of facts they didn’t intend 
Tue TBIBUNE to have. 

We left Ashburn field in Ralph C. 
Digsin's baby blue canuck a little 
after 4:30, with a thirty mile wind on 
our tail. Twelve minutes later we were 
over Gary, the strongest of the steel 
companies’ salients. On the way we 
raced over the Standard Oil company’s 
plant and through so much smoke that 
we couldn't see the chimneys. 

Counts Gary Smoke Stacks. 

But Gary was different. 

By some strange trick of destiny, 
Diggins and I had flown over the same 
country three weeks ago and on that 
first trip Gary looked as vague as Chi- 
cago does through its own little smoke 
screen. 

The day before, Diggins told me, the 
air had been entirely free from smoke, 
Things had changed. 

I cut the gun, nosed her over to a 
1.000 foot level, and as we drew above 
the United States Steel company’s 
stronghold I started counting chim- 
neys. When I reached eighty-one I 
felt Diggine tapping me on the back 
to tell me to keep the wings level or 
he’é—but. he didn't.

How Plant Is Fortified. 

We went over the plant again. It 
is probably the most strongly fortified! 
place in the district. The Grand Cal- 
‘umet river and a feudal moat complete- 
ly separate the steel mills from Gary. 
There are three roads leading 
Broadway, and a road at each end of 
the “island.” A very definite line of 
policemen stood acress Broadway on 
the west side of the bridge that leads 
into the plant. 

A hundred yards west of the coppers 
were the pickets. Their eyes were 
turned toward the smoking chimneys. 

“Wondering who is running those| 7? 
fires, eh?” shouted Diggins. That was 
the answer. Some workmen had slipped 
by the pickets. 

Down on the ground, inside the 
fence, where the eyes of the strikers 
couldn’t reach, were workmen.
